the House almost unanimously, It then 


went to the Senate, and was referred to 
the Committee on Military Affairs, of 


which Senator Wilson was Chair- 


to the repeal, but so amended 
it as to prevent such unjast favoritism in 
future, which of itself admitted the 
ipjuatice of the original measpre, and 
left those undisturbed who were. already 
in the list, instead of reducing them to an 
equality with their fellow-soldiers, who 
were as deserving as they, Thid was six 
years sgo. In his speech delivered at 
Lancaster, Penn., a week or so ago, Mr. 
Wilson said: “Iwas Chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs daring the 
whole war, and we then proniised the 
brave boys who were fighting in the front 
to stand by them, and, by the help of God, 
we wil! do it.”

For instance, Colonel J. C. Rob- 
insen, now running for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of New York, and’ who will never 
bave anything more to do fer the Gov- 
ernment in a military capacity, gets $2,000 
more now than he did while commanding 
his regiment in the field. The volunteer 
Colonel receives $98 per year. Captain 
Adam Badeau, who is now in London 
holding the lucrative position of Consul, 
and writing the life of Grant, from the ar- 
chives purloined from the W arDepartment, 
contrary to the rcgulations, gets $1,500 
per pear ; and the volunteer Captain, who 
may have lost both legs, gets $30 per 
month, Lieutenant Preston, who wase 
Captain of volunteers, draws a Colonel's 
retired pay of $2,625. The real volan- 
teer Lieutenant gets $18 per month. And 
so on through the whole seventy-one fa- 
vored persons.

DR BREE ON THE DARWINIAN THEORY, 
Dr. Bree has entered. the lists against 
Darwin. He makes three main argu- 


‘ments against theflatter’s theory ; saying, 
first, that all animals have not been de- 


veloped from a few types of organized 
life, because Agassiz’s researches show 
that there were as many genera and spe- 
cies in given districts ages ago as there 
are now. Itis well known that Agassiz 
disbelieves in the Darwinian theory ; but 
we doubt whether he would indorse this 
ratber rash statement of the results of his 
researches. The comparison is unfair 
and impossible, Unfair, because the ca- 
pacity of a given district to support life 
was, in every age that has left us ite fos- 
pils to reason from, wholly different from 
what itis now. Thus, the land now com- 
prised im Llinois was, « thousand centa- 
ries ago, either better or worse adapted 
for the maintenance ‘Tife’than at 
present. If better, there might be 
many more varieties of animals existing 
on it then than now, without the least ia- 
validation of the Darwinian theory; for 
that theory only claims thatthe number 
of species inhabiting the whole world has 
steadily, slowly increased. Its originator 
says, in about so many words, that the 
amount of life in a certain district wil! 
continually vary according to the vary- 
ing ameant of sustenance. ‘This com- 
parison, besides being unfair, is impossi- 
ble.. Aa the author of The Descent of Man 
says, the books of fossil records are al- 
ways im VERE into nothing- 
canbe mo @nch ae 
Dr. Brég claims, While we do not, for 
ourown part, assent to the Darwigian 
theory, we ate bound to say that the 
probability i this case is decidedly favor- 
able to Darwin. When the Allezhenies 


firet rose above the water, does Dr. Bree 


suppose that the monntain-tops held more 
forme of life than they do to-day’? 

Our anthor says, secondly, that Dar- 
win’s statements concerning the varia- 
tion of animals under domestication are 
false, inasmuch as al! such variations 
quickly die out instead of perpetuating 
themselves. Their sometime tendency to 
do so, Darwin explicitly recognizes, styl- 
ing it “reversion to ancestral traits.” It 
seems absurd, however, to deny that they 
occasionally become permanent, in view 
of the facts ‘stated in The Variation of 
Animals Under Domestication. Mr. Dar- 
win’s theories have been often assailed, 
and sometimes triumphantly so; bat his 
facts in natural history have rarely, if 
ever, been questioned. Certainly, ne man 
is more cautions about ca ling anything 
a fact. AJ) hie theories are stated as hy- 


potheses. | 

Dr. Bree says, in the third place, that 
there is nothing “tentative” in Nature; 
“all is perfect, and all was always per- 
fect.” .He seeks to establish this cum- 
prehensive statement by saying that 
thé laws of Nature never change- 
This is no argument whatever on his 
side of the question. Among the laws 
that never change is, according to the 
Darwinian sehvol, the law of evolution. 
If there is nothing tentative in Nature, 
why “ie there sometimes reversion to an- 
cestra] traits and sometimes not? Mani- 
festly, it is because the attempts at im- 
provement have sometimes failed and 
sometimes succeeded. Can anything but 
the evolution theory explain the descent 
of the Indian pony of te-day from the 
Spanish horse of the sixteenth century ? 
Dr. Bree says: “ There is nothing tenta- 
tive in astronomy; no planet ever seeks 
to move more perfectly in ita orbit; it 
does so from the beginning.” In other 
words, the laws of planetary revolutions 
have net changed since we knew any- 
thing aboutthem. Very true. This tells 
for neither side. But, as Spemcer’s essay 
The Nebular Hypothesis, shows, the evolu- 
tion theory explains how the planets may 
have come to exist. Can Dr. Bree explain 
it better? This is, however, a side-issue. 
The real question is: Have all forms of 
life appeared, from age to age, as their 
pregenitors were created, in an instant of 
time; or have they been evolved from 
one or a few primeval life-germs, created 
by the Divine decree; or have they 
eprung, as Dr. Bastian believes, from 
wholly lifeless matter, by virtue of prop- 
erties inherent in that  mat- 
ter? This is the «question which 
is now engaging the attention 
of the closest stadents of Germany, 
England, and America; and the unlearned 
public are taking a deeper interest in 
their researches than the savants are 
themselves aware of.
